It is aimed at the premium stamp schemes which started 
last week in two B.C. supermarket. chains-Shop-Easy and 
Super-Valu—and_ which a third, Loblaws, plans to begin 
shortly,

under existing laws—the federal Criminal Code and B.C.'s 
Trading Stamp Act of 1960.
